IN TWO WEEKS BV RAF BOMBERS; LAY 
MINES IN ENEMY CONTROLLED WATERS

The raid was the 119th oi the war 
against Cologne, target of the first 
1,000-plane assault ill .May of last 
year, and marked a resumption of 
lh*' Allied cycle oi aerial a sault on 
the continent after a four-night lull 
imposed by unfavorable weather. 
The returning bombei squadrons 
were followed mn over th** conti­ 
nent by squadrons of fighters Which 
mossed the English Channel toward 
France at breakfast tim*'. 
In addition to tin- main assault on 
Cologne, other R A P craft laid mines 
in eneiny-eont rolled waters 
Intruder planes attacked Nazi a ir­ 
fields and railroads in France and 
Northwest Germany. 
Planes of the Fleet A ir Arm dam­ 
aged three German mine-sweepers 
off the French coast. 
Cologne. Rhine River port, rail 


c e n te r and site of vast plants pro­ 
ducing war materials, was blasted 
last on Ju ly 3 when the R A P made 
a two-pronged assault on the Duetz 
and Hulk areas on the east hank of 
the Rhine and hammered the port 
of Hamburg. 
Previously Cologne 
was bombarded on June 27. 
Although the bomber force was 
num erically 
smaller 
than 
those 
which recently have undertaken the 
heaviest raids against Germany, it 
was believed that a considerable 
tonnage of blockbuster bombs were 
showered down on Cologne by the 
Lancasters, Stirlings and Halifaxes 
winch took part 
The loss of eight R A F planes was 
believed to lie well below the usual 
percentage which consistently has 
been about live or six percent of the 
total force participating. 
Apart

force of bombers which hit Cologne, 
other R A P raiders conducted har­ 
assing assaults over a wide area. 
Munitions works, chemical plants 
and factories producing heavy a r­ 
maments are located iii Cologne, 
which has been one of th** chief tar­ 
gets of the R A P since th*' start of 
the war. 
The Berlin radio acknowledged 
the assault and termed it a “ terror 
raid.” After the Nazis usually have 
employed this phrase it lias been 
discovered that widespread damage 
has been wrought. 
Coastal observers said the R A P 
bombers went out from their bases 
in a constant stream which took 
nearly an our lo pass a given point.
